Why not look into a DDRR type - I believe there is 

a commercial duo bander version available and the pattern 

is vertically polarized. alternately, what we used in 

our undercover vehicle installations was a slot antenna 
complete with the fibreglass cover, painted to the colour 

of the vehicle, and it too operates as a quarterwave vertically 
polarized antenna. They are or were more expensive but 

very rugged and gets one out of a serious antenna situation. 
Another we used was a wire type that was attached to the inside 
of the rear windshield. But if you have the defroster grid, could 
cause a problem with swr. Oh, we also used the defroster grid 
as a good uc antenna. Curb feelers work pretty well too. 

Also used a splitter on the vehicle broadcast antenna, 

which tunes to about 3/8 wave on 146, and a resonant 

antenna on 440 as well. The splitters were available 

from STICO out of Buffalo (I think) and the slot antennas were 
from both Stico and Margolin. Just a suggestion or two.

Dave, 


I saw this was mentioned in passing in another post, but it's a 
really good source of wideband low-distortion sinewaves: the ICL8038 IC 
(ECG 864). 

I worked for a manufacturer of high-end broadcast audio mixing 
consoles that used this chip in their tone oscillators. Using the best 
test equipment available, I could regularly get the sinewave distortion 
out of these chips to less than .1%. 

The chip is normally less than $5, can provide audio from <1Hz to 
>100KHzZ, and provide sine, square, and triangle waveforms. With a decent 
op amp buffer, this circuit can provide +/- 10V into 600 Ohms. 

I don't know a web source for a schematic, so if you need one, 
write back with your address and I'll make a photocopy of one I designed.

Bruce, 


Bending the end of a 1/4 wavelength antenna is a very common method used to 
reduced antenna 

height. This is also known as an inverted-L and is common on the lower ham bands, 
like 160m, as 

well as aircraft bands (usually encapsulated in a blade radome) just below 2m. 


Since most of the radiation takes place from the lower part of a 1/4 wavelength 
antenna, bending 

of the end will have little effect on performance unless you greatly reduce the 
antenna height. 

Of course, the horizontal top section will radiate a horizontal polarized signal 
and the shorter 

you make the antenna the more pronounced this effect will be. The vertical 
polarized azimuth 

pattern will become slightly distorted as well. Once you bend the antenna you may 
have to adjust 


the over length again to maintain a low SWR. The feedpoint impedance will change 
as the vertical 
section is reduced in length but if you are only bending over the last few inches 
you won't notice 
much difference. 


The only problem you may have may be with aerodynamics. That is, a whip bent into 
an inverted-L 
may tend to oscillate at highway speeds. You won't know until you try it I guess. 


Keep the vertical section as long as you can get away with and don't make the bend 
less then 90 
degrees as this will reduce the effective vertical height even greater.

The last couple years I had a blast island hopping in 
Arkansas. Yes! We have islands on lakes and rivers, hi 
hi. 


In activating 3 of them for the US/VE Islands Awards 
program, Ive had some fun carting batteries around. 


I found that for a short afternoon of CQ'ing on the 

beach at 750mW I could take one 13v nicad btry pack 

along and that was enough. If I thought 2w was going 
to be needed, I'd take a second btry pack. 


I found some surplus 2AH "C" cell nicads, and 
re-soldered them 10 cells to a pack. 


Using a wire stinger on a Black Widow 20ft pole, with 
2 raised radials on 20M I had no problem makeing 
contacts all afternoon. 


Many of the contacts went into "QRP Limbo" as I 
lowered my power to double digit mW's, working state 
after state. 


If a person is camping or hiking and wants to take a 
solar panel along thats great. Those roll up kinds are 
pricey. 


I'd look at those dash board solar battery chargers. 
I've seen them in JC Whitney, and other places on 


special around $20. Its been years tho. 


Sure they are not 5w, but even a fraction of an amp 
can re-charge some 2AH "C" cell betteries in time. 


You could look for the hotest charger of that type, 
and buy two when they go on special. 


If you've never tried mW'ing while portable, or mobile 


I can tell you it really works! 


When the 49er rigs 1st came out, I used to take my 
250mW 40M 49er mobile with me. I could make several 
contacts in evenings with a 40M Hamstick! 


You could also use a QRP rig that works ok on less 
than 12v. The 49er ran fine on a 9v btry. One of those 
dashboard solar chargers might charge up 9v worth of 
"C" cell nicads FB !!

Steve - To answer your question, the squeal you hear on your W9GR DSP-II is 
"normal", whatever normal means. At least it is not unusual. It is at about 
10 kHz and comes from pickup from the data bus. The strength will vary from 
installation to installation. 


Not everybody hears this squeal as it will not appear as loud in speakers or 
headphones designed for communications work which normally roll off at 3 kHz 
or so. It will appear louder in sensitive Walkman type headphones. 


I heard it on my W9GR when I used it to drive a small Radio Shack Hi Fi 
speaker directly. Now I use another audio filter between the W9GR and the 
speaker. That gets rid of it for me, as does using my old Yaesu headphones. 


The documentation that I got with my W9GR refers to this problem, and 
suggests two mods. One involves cutting a couple of traces. The second, 
simpler one, is to add a 0.015 microFarad capacitor from the junction of R15 
and R16 to ground. This provides some roll off beyond 3 kHz. R16 is the 
volume control, and the junction corresponds to the top or input side of the 
pot. This mod is credited to W6GO. 


I have the -II model, but the -I is similar. I don't know if this same mod 
will apply to the -III model which is quite another beast, but it is worth 
looking into. 


I also ran across a couple of mods on the internet while doing a search on 
W9GR, but I think that they were the same ones included with the 
documentation. 


I hope that this helps. Let us know how it all turns out. - Dr. Megacycle

Gang: 


Edsel Murphy has, once again, found where I live! Yesterday I wanted to 
be operating on the AT near S. Tamaqua in Northeaster PA around 11 AM 
EDT. I got there at 1115 and started setting up. One word: TRAFFIC! For 
those of you who need this info, my location was Maidenhead grid: 
FN20cr. (I, for one, favour using the Maidenhead system as it provides 
an accurate placement of the operation on the AT. Besides, why should 
the VHFers have all the fun). 


I had only one sinker for my sling shot/fishing reel. Lost it on the 
first attempt to get over a branch about 35 feet up. One thing to 
remember when planning an operating event on the AT, the trees are thick 


and your going to have problems getting your antenna high off the 
ground. Ed showed me a very easy method to place your antennas about 
15-20 up using a spool of 304 test nylon fishing line. Ed uses the spool 
of line as the weight and tosses it over he limb he wants after peeling 
off 40 feet of so of line. This circumvents the need to take a sling 
shot and fishing reel in your pack. (With the current info being 
circulated about it being illegal to have a sling shot on PA Public 
Lands, which includes the AT, it might make more sense to try this 
method...it really works!). 


Here's where a spare Leatherman tool comes in handy. I tied the spare 
Leatherman onto the nylon line I was using, and slung it into the upper 
reaches of the tree. First shot and it work. (I sill like Ed's method 
better). Tromping though the poison ivy and poison oak, I connected the 
N2CX Gusher 20 meter antenna to the line and hoisted things up in the 
air. The dipole legs were staked out and I used the MFJ Antenna Analyser 
to check the SWR. 3:1 ! Yikes! Looking things over, after Ed arrived, I 
saw that the dipole feed point was, indeed about 30 feet off the ground, 
but the nearby branches were causing the dipole legs to run parallel to 
the feed line for about 4 feet, effectively shortening the antenna! I 
dropped the center of the dipole down to about 25 feet and restrung the 
dipole legs. SWR was now 1.25:1 and I felt much better. 


The Red Hot 20 performed well. I wanted to use my Logikey K-3 with it 
but brought the wrong connection cord, so I was stuck with the onboard 
keyer in the rig. Not that this is a bad thing, I just like the K3. It's 
a lot more versatile. The logging method I chose was he POQET pocket 
computer running Jr-EQF. I use Log-EQF on the main station computer and 
really like it. Jr-EQF works very well on the small POQET and is just 
the thing for logging while portable. 


I managed a dozen 20 meter Qs in about 3 hours of operation. I had to 
pack up and get back to Wilkes-Barre to baby-sit for my daughter and her 
husband who were celebrating their 10th anniversary. I had an 
absolutely wonderful time operating with Ed Breneiser, WA3WSJ. Ed's 
major problem was there were so many folks calling him on 40 he couldn't 
get away from the rig long enough to go to the bathroom! Now that's 
dedication. 


Ed showed me quite a few tricks of the trade, since I was a AT Virgin. 
One thing for sure, I do like the tiny reels he uses to wind up his 
antennas. Speaking of which, Ed's 40 meter antenna was only about 15 
feet off the ground and worked like gangbusters. It's a dipole fed with 
300 ohm twinlead and a 4:1 balun. Ed's K2 did a fine job. I even used it 
on 20 for a short while.
